1 . THE FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF A MESSAGE ON SUGGESTED 
TCC AGENDA FROM A. CARNESALE, U.S. TCC MEMBER TO A. CHAYES, 
TEMPORARY TCC CHAIRMAN. PLEASE DELIVER MESSAGE TO THE TCC 
SECRETARY IN THE AGENCY FOR A. CHAYES: 

2. 'DEAR PROFESSOR CHAYES: 
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A. IN RESPONSE TO YOUR REQUEST. I OFFER FOR YOUR 
CONSIDERATION THE FOLLOWING ITEMS FOR INCORPORATION IN THE 
AGENDA FOR THE JUNE MEETING OF THE TCC: 

1 . REPORTS BY WORKING GROUPS 

2. COORDINATION AMONG WORKING GROUPS 

3. FACTORS COMMON TO ANALYSES IN SEVERAL GROUPS 
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4. EVALUATION OF PROGRESS 

5. DISTRIBUTION OF INFCE DOCUMENTS 

6. FUTURE MEETINGS 

7. TCC CHAIRMANSHIP 

B. THERE FOLLOWS SOME EXPLANATION OF THE AGENDA ITEMS, 

AND I SUGGEST THAT THE PROPOSED AGENDA TO BE ISSUED BY 
YOU ALSO BE SUPPLEMENTED BY DESCRIPTIVE MATERIAL OF THIS 
KIND. 

1 . REPORTS BY WORKING GROUPS 

REPORTS BY WORKING GROUPS MIGHT HIGHLIGHT PROGRESS TO 
DATE, SCHEDULE OF FUTURE ACTIVITIES, PLANS AND FORMAT FOR 
WORKING GROUP FINAL REPORT, REQUIREMENTS FOR COORDINATION, 
AND OTHER ISSUES FOR TCC CONSULTATION. (GUIDANCE ON THE 
FORMAT FOR THE WRITTEN REPORT AND THE PRESENTATION SHOULD 
BE SENT OUT TO THE WORKING GROUPS BEFORE THE MEETING.) 

2. COORDINATION AMONG WORKING GROUPS 

THE FOLLOWING EXAMPLES SERVE TO ILLUSTRATE THE NEED FOR 
IMPROVED COORDINATION AMONG WORKING GROUPS: 

(A) IT HAS NOT YET BEEN ESTABLISHED HOW AND WHERE ALTERNA- 
TIVE NUCLEAR SYSTEMS ARE TO BE COMPARED; THEY ARE PRESENT- 
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LY BEING STUDIED IN WHOLE OR PART IN SEVERAL WORKING 
GROUPS. THIS MIGHT BE ACCOMPLISHED BY ASSIGNMENT AND CO- 
ORDINATION AMONGST THE APPROPRIATE WORKING GROUPS OR BY 
OTHER MEANS. 

(B) WORKING GROUP 7 WILL BE MAKING USE OF QUANTITATIVE 
ESTIMATES OF THE AMOUNTS OF NUCLEAR WASTES GENERATED IN 
ALTERNATIVE FUEL CYCLES. IN THIS REGARD, COORDINATION 
MECHANISMS ARE REQUIRED TO ASSURE THAT CONSISTENT DATA 
ARE PROVIDED BY GROUPS 1, 2, 4, 5, 6, AND 8. 

(C) DEMAND ESTIMATES FOR NUCLEAR RESOURCES FOR THE PERIOD 
BEYOND THE YEAR 2000 ARE TO BE MADE BY WORKING GROUP 1 ON 
THE BASIS OF RESPONSES TO A QUESTIONNAIRE. THE QUESTION- 
NAIRE ASKS EACH PARTICIPATING NATION TO IDENTIFY THE TYPES 
OF REACTOR SYSTEMS PLANNED FOR USE BEYOND THE YEAR 2000. 
HOWEVER, GROUPS 4, 5 AND 8 WILL BE EVALUATING ALTERNATIVE 
NUCLEAR SYSTEMS WHICH MIGHT BE EMPLOYED IN THE FUTURE AND 
WHICH MIGHT NOT BE REFLECTED IN THE RESPONSES TO THE WORK- 
ING GROUP 1 QUESTIONNAIRE. THE TCC SHOULD ASSIGN RESPONSI- 
BILITY FOR DEVELOPING URANIUM DEMAND ESTIMATES WHICH TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT THE POSSIBLE DEPLOYMENT OF THESE ALTERNATIVE 
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SYSTEMS. 

3. FACTORS COMMON TO ANALYSES IN SEVERAL GROUPS 

EVALUATION FACTORS COMMON TO SEVERAL WORKING GROUPS SHOULD 
BE TREATED CONSISTENTLY. AMONG SUCH FACTORS ARE PROLIFERA- 
TION RESISTANCE. SAFEGUARDS, ECONOMIC AND TECHNICAL 

EVALUATION, SAFETY AND ENVIRONMENT CONSIDERATIONS, AND IN- 
STITUTIONAL MEASURES. THE FOLLOWING ARE SOME EXAMPLES OF 
ISSUES IN NEED OF RESOLUTION: 

(A) THERE APPEAR TO BE OVERLAPPING RESPONSIBILITIES AMONG 
SEVERAL WORKING GROUPS, INCLUDING WORKING GROUPS 2, 3, 4, 
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AND 5, WITH RESPECT TO TECHNICAL, ECONOMIC AND LEGAL- 
POLITICAL ASPECTS OF MULTINATIONAL FACILITIES FOR ENRICH- 
MENT OR REPROCESSING. IN GENERAL, THERE IS A NEED TO ES- 
TABLISH THE EXTENT TO WHICH EACH WORKING GROUP SHOULD 
EXAMINE INSTITUTIONAL MATTERS. 

(B) PROLIFERATION RESISTANCE CONSIDERATIONS AND ECONOMIC 
AND TECHNICAL EVALUATION FACTORS (INCLUDING SAFETY AND 
ENVIRONMENT) HAVE BEEN PROPOSED BY THE U.S. FOR USE BY 
WORKING GROUP 8. IT SHOULD BE DECIDED WHETHER THESE OR 
OTHER FACTORS WILL BE USED BY ALL OF THE GROUPS. IN 
ADDITION, THERE SHOULD BE AGREEMENT ON COMMON TERMS AND 
PARAMETERS FOR USE IN TECHNICAL EVALUATIONS OF SAFEGUARDS 
FOR FUEL CYCLES AND FACILITIES. 

4. EVALUATION OF PROGRESS 

THE TCC MIGHT EVALUATE THE PROGRESS AND PLANS OF THE 
GROUPS WITH AN EYE TO FACILITATING THE ORDERLY AND TIMELY 
CONTINUANCE AND COMPLETION OF WORK. 

5. DISTRIBUTION OF INFCE DOCUMENTS 

THERE IS A NEED FOR CLARIFICATION OF THE EXTENT TO WHICH 
INFCE DOCUMENTS ARE TO BE DISTRIBUTED WITHIN PARTICIPATING 
NATIONS. FOR EXAMPLE, ARE SOME OR ALL OF THESE DOCUMENTS 
TO BE AVAILABLE TO SPECIAL INTEREST GROUPS, PUBLIC OR 
PRIVATE? 

6. FUTURE MEETINGS 

PLANS SHOULD BE DEVELOPED FOR THE OCTOBER TCC MEETING AND 
FOR THE NOVEMBER PLENARY SESSION, INCLUDING DETERMINATION 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OF THE FORM OF THE TCC REPORT TO THE PLENARY AND THE MANNER 
IN WHICH IT IS TO BE PREPARED AND PRESENTED.
